Curious  Agricultural  Experiment. — The  following  novel" 
•nd  interesting  experiment  has  lately  been  successfully  made  by 
Mr.  A.  Palmer,  of  Cheara,  Surrey.  In  July,  1842,  he  put  one 
grain  of  Wheat  into  a  common  garden  pot.  In  August  the 
i>anie  was  divided  into  four  plants,  which  m  three  weeks  wem 
uguiit  divided  into  twelve  planta.  In  September  these  twelve 
plants  Wore  divided  into  thirty-two,  which  in  November  were  di- 
vided into  fifty  plants,  and  then  placed  in  open  ground.  In  Julv, 
1B43,  twelve  of  the  plants  failed,  but  the  remaining  thirty-eight 
vrere  healthy.  On  the  19th  of  August  they  were  cut.dowa,  and 
counted  1,972  stems,  with  an  average  of  fiAy  grains  to  a  stem,, 
giving  an  increase  of  98,800.  Now,  if  thi»  be  a  practicable  mea- 
Mure  of  planting  wheat,  it  follows  tliat  most  of  the  grain  now  iised 
for  seed  may  be  saved,  and  will  infinitely  more  than  cover  the  ex- 
tra expense  df  sowing,  as  the  wheat  plants  can  be  raised  by  the 
laboiirer  in  his  garden,  his  wife  and  children  being  employed  in 
dividing  nnd  transplanting  them.  One  of  the  stems  was  rather 
more  than  six  feet  long,  and  stout  in  proportion.  -

Chemists  say  that  cows'  milk  is  « «  rf  ci^jd  cf  the  followi 
articles,  viz.: — Cheese,  4.48  per  cent.,  iiutter,  3.13;  sugar  of  mil 
4.77 ;  sahs  and  mucus,  0.60 ;  water,  87.02^10^.    And  these  ai 
cles,  when  analyzed,  are  found  to  be  composed  of  carbon,  oxygei 
hydrogen,  nitrogen,  and  various  saline  and  earthy  substances. 

A  French  chemist  states,  in  treating  on  the  phenomena  p: 
•ented  from  micro;<copic  observation,  in  the  transformation 
•ream  into  butter,  that  the  cream  consists  of  the  globules  of 
milk,  which  rise  to  the  surface  from  their  lightness,  and  which 
tain  the  butter  in  the  form  of  pulp,  enveloped  in  a  white,  thin 
clastic  pellicle.   The  action  ot  the  churn,  he  says,  produces  not 
more  than  the  rupture  of  the  pellicle,  and  it  is  the  fragments  of 
pellicle  which  whiten  the  liquid  called  butter-milk. 

When  cows  are  fresh  and  are  fed  with  nutritious  food,  the  qua: 
tity  of  butter  contained  in  these  pellicles  is  greater,  and  the  cove 
ing  is  thinner,  and  consequently  less  agitation  in  the  churn  breaks' 
them,  and  the  butter  comes  much  sooner  than  it  does  when  they 
are  fed  sparely  on  articles  containing  but  little  nutriment. 

The  sugar  of  milk  is  obtained  by  evaporating  the  whey  to 
•onsistence  of  honey  ;  the  sacchanne  matter  remaining  dissolv 
in  the  whey  afler  the  curd  is  formed. — [Farmers'  Cabinet 

.  PocjLTRV  Yards. — Every  farmer  should  supply  his  table  wi 
fresh  meats  from  his  poultry  yard.  Bjr  proper  attention,  it  mary^ 
■l8o  be  made  a  source  of  profit  in  addition.  A  yard  ofsuitabM ' 
M/.e,  enclosed  with  pickets,  including  a  poultry  house,  and  a  sup- 
ply of  fresh  water,  and  a  pond  to  wash  in.  are  indispensable  to  toa 
iiuccoss  of  raising  poultry. — To  ensure  a  plentiful  supply  of  egga 
in  winter,  let  the  iovvis  have  a  warm  habitation  in  which  they  can 
retnaui  through  the  day  in  cold  severe  storms,  with  room  to  moT# 
about.  Place  a  trough  about  four  inches  wide  and  four  inchiea 
d^ep^  and  length  according  to  circumstances,  within  the  yard, 
with  a  roof  so  low  as  to  prevent  their  getting  into  the  trouj|;h; 
keep  this  well  supplied  with  feed,  that  they  may  have  it  by  tiMim 
constantly.  In  summer,  let  them  out  once  or  twice  a  day  to 
ramble  awhile,  if  you  have  no  crops  near  enough  to  be  injatvcl 
by  their  depredations.  As  they  are  somewhat  carnivorous,  tdDM 
kind  of  freui  meat  is  necessary  for  them  once  a  day  in  wintmr, 
when  they  are  not  supplied  with  insects. — No  poultry  is  profitabla 
te  bo  kept  after  three  years  old.  Something  depends,  however, 
•n  the  breed,  and  the  manner  in  which  they  are  kept.  Tlie  Po- 
land top-onots  are  considered  the  best  for  eggs,  and  are  sometimec 
ealled  everlasting  layers.  They  are  more  hardy  than  most  kind*, 
'  fcr  the  extremes  of  weather. — Farmers^  Gazette. 

Eoos  IK  WiNTKR.— Oats  ffiven  to  fowls  should  be  crushed  and 
feaked  in  water:  this  helps  digestion ;  and  hens  will  lay  in  wintei' 
that  are  so  fed,  that  would  not  otherwise.  Feed  your  fowl*  in 
winter  with  bones  powdered  fine,  and  they  will  need  less  oats,  and 
lay  as  plentifully  as  at  any  season  of  the  year.  The  bones  supply 
thtt  earhrmte  oj"  liine,  "which  is  necessary  for  the  production  of

wil^  rhoot  out  from  the  end  of  the  branch,  presenting  a  beuutifiil. 
appearance.     A  Iter  these  roots  have  extended  two  or  three  inchott,. 
th^  branch  may  be  set  out  in  moist  earth,  and  if  frequently  water- 
ed,  it  will  grow  rapidly*    and  so  form  a  large  thrifty  8tuck. — 
IiiJHlioa  who  are  fond  of  flowers  may  easily  propagate  Oleandoif 
iu  Uiis  mnniier,   and   in  a  fow  luontbi  p^xltiply  tlicse  beautiful 
piqn^^i  to  an  indefinite  extent." 

Guano. — Upon  the  South  American  shore  of  the  Pacific  Ocean, 
and  the  adjacent  islands,  is  found  a  subtitance  called  (luauo,  which 
is'suppORed  to  be  the  accumulated  duns:  of  birds,  that  in  countless 
inyriadH  range  that  extensive  coast,  seeking  their  prey  in  the  tinny 
tribe  of  the  great  ocean.  The  fertilizing  effects  of  the  article  ar»

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FnENCH  Metsod  of  Fishikg  on  the  Grand  Bank,  off  New- 
roc.vDLAND. — French  vessels,  it  appears,  mostly  ancliur  in  lat.  50, 
N.  and  long.  49,  20,  W  in  about  45  fathoms  water,  veer  90  or 
ICO  fathoms  of  cable,  and  prepare  to  catch  codfish  with  2^  inch 
linos  of  300  fathoms  long,  each.  On  these,  a  small  cork  is  plurreci 
at  every  12  feet,  and  while  metal  hooks  baited  with  parts  of  sm  'If 
fiah,  (by  us  called  kipliflgs)  are  alternately  fastened  by  snoods  ol'S 
feet  long,  6  feet  apart,  and  the  whole  coiled  in  half  bui>hel  basketfi 
dour  for  running  out.  Half  the  number  of  baskets  are  then 
placed  in  a  large  strong  built  lugsail  bout,  on  each  side,  and  at 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  both  make  sail  together  at  right  angle 
from  the  vessel,  and  when  the  lines  are  ail  run  out  straight,  sin' 
them  within  5  feet  of  the  bottoui.  The  crew  having  rested  all  nigh 
they  proceed  again  the  ne::t  morning  at  day  break,  to  trip  tbj 
ainker,  and  while  hauling  in  lines,  unhooking  fish,  &c.  the  munr 
left  on  board,  lieave  in  the  other  end  with  a  wynch.  When  in 
that  manner  400  codtiah  are  caught  in  a  night,  some  are  then  eui- 
ployed  in-line  clearing,  Rsh-beheading,  splitting,  sailing  and  stow- 
ing them  away  in  layers  across  each  other  below  ;  liver&  and  re- 
fuse boiled  to  oil  put  in  large  casks  on  deck.  Three  months  seem.« 
to  be  tlie  average  time  employed,  arriving  earl^  in  July,  and  dj- 
parting  again  iu  October.

illuckfrars  Road,  has,  after  mature  coni?ideralion,  consiructed  « 
uiachiiic  which  appears  to  po^sscss  every  means  ot'as.isdng  the  iu- 
niate^,  ai.d  enabling  the  niosit  unskilfal  bystander  to  render  efl'cc- 
tudl  aid.  It  con.sists  of  a  light  four-wheel  i:arii:i^^o,  with  a  ladder, 
surmounted  by  a  platform-gallery,  with  h  iiid-rails,  &c.  Theso 
iuddcrs  c.n  be  made  to  shoot  out  from  a  reccpiiicle  to  any  height, 
allowing  the  mo^t  timid  individixal  to  walk  out  of  a  window  as  on 
to  u  sluircase  ;  and  allowing  the  firemen  to  direct  a  stream  of  wa- 
t<)r  lo  any  desired  point.  The  machine  is  contrived  (hut  it  may  bo 
•ouvo^cd  to  any  street,  however  narrow,  by  two  perscnn.  VVhen 
there  IS  not  room  to  turn  the  carriage,  the  'Machine  may  be  turnod 
lo  anv  angle,  and,  if  required  at  the  rear,  the  machine  may  be 
detached,  and  cariicd  through  any  ordinary  passage,  tud  again 
re  •constructed  witlioul  loss  of  tiino.
